Indicates the calves 
are eating well. 
In addition to the 
breeding and creev feeding, all calves 
are dehorned while young, thus m ak­ 
ing a most attractive animal for the 
future buyers.

Fifteen thou­ 
sand dollars had been demanded when 
the child was kidnaped April 23. 
The’ fetter that saved the girl’s life 
— she could not have survived much 
longeer in her desert dungeon— was 
received Monday at the office of Gov­ 
ernor Moeur in Phoenix. 
It gave ex­ 
plicit Instructions for finding tin* girl 
“ buried under a cactus,” near Tucson. 
The use of tin* word “buried” sent a 
<hill down the hack of the hunters, 
for they feared it meant 
she was 
dead. 
The letter was sped to Houston and 
his deputy. Robles. 
Driving out to a point indicated on 
Rincon Way, a desert road, they be­ 
gan beating about the 
hushes and 
thorny cacti. 
Houston w as -separated from Robles 
when he stumbled onto the prison. 
The chime literally was rescued from 
the grave. 
lie r prison was a box­ 
like hole dug in the desert nine and a 
half miles From her home. 
It had 
virtually the same dimensions as a 
grave, 
except for depth, 
being six 
feet lortg, three feet deep and two 
and a half feet wide. 
Over the grave was a roof of cacti, 
tin and burlap, crudely put together. 
T here were several holes iii the roof, 
and the sun burned down to make the 
pit, despite the covering of cacti, a 
8*J%ltering inferno by day, a chill, ter­ 
rifying tomb by night. 
“Only tin* fact that she 
a robust child perm itted 
th ru 19 d ay s and nights 
prlsoum ent.” her uncle said. 
W hen they found her she was ill 
and too weak to walk. 
She appeared 
cairn, lait the horrors of her experi­ 
ence 
had 
written 
themselves 
upon 
lier. 
Only after days of quiet and 
medical cure will 
it 
he determined 
how seriously those experiences may 
have affected her. 
'Fhe barbarity of the girl's kidnap­ 
ers was without present day parallel. 
T he prison itself could have been con­ 
ceived by no one hut a person insen­ 
sible to human suffering. 
The pit, 
with its covering, would not allow her 
to stand erect, and she could hardly 
sit. 
There was room only to turn 
over, hut this was difficult, if not im­ 
possible, because • of the chains that 
held her ankles. 
The chain was fas­ 
tened to an iron stake. 
Seldom do records of crime show 
t allows treatm ent of a kidnap victim 
than th a t accorded June Robles. The 
kidnapers 
supplied 
enough 
food 
to 
keep I ho child alive hut tin* food was 
po >r, and not dean. 
.Had the girl died, her boily could 
have gone undiscovered for m onths; 
for the prison hole with its camou­ 
flage cover of cacti easily could have 
served as an unnoticeable tomb. 
She was in no wise frightened or 
timid when her rescuers arrived. 
As 
Houston m ade an opening in tin* hea­ 
vy top that had been built over tin* 


h o le and looked down upon the child 
whose fate had been a question mark 
for nearly throe weeks, she was calm­ 
ly sucking an orange. 
“Do 
you 
know 
me, 
honey?” 
he 
called down softly. 
With 
childlike 
leisureliness 
she 
glanced up and looked the attorney 
carefully over. 
"No,” she said, and turned her a t­ 
tention again to the orange. 
"Do 
you 
know ‘Lechi’?” Houston 
asked, 
using the child's own nick­ 
name for her uncle, Carlos, who came 
hurrying up. 
"Oh, yes,” she cried, happily, strain­ 
ing then to get free of the cruel 
chains. 
The covering over 
the hole was 
heavy and Houston was unable to get 
th ru it immediately. 
He found a key 
which lay on a piece of tin near tin* 
hole. 
The letter of directions from 
Chicago had described t In* spot where 
th e key would la* found. 
He tossed tin* key down to June, 
who 
unlocked 
the 
padlock 
which 
gripped the chains tightly about her 
ankles. 
She stood 
up shakily, 
chains falling away, and held up 
• arm s to be lifted out. 
The k id na per s had provided a jug 
of water, some wilted oranges and 
vegetables, and a loaf of bread which 
appeared to he only two or three days 
old. 
The child’s first thought when lift­ 
ed from the hole was for her mother, 
just, as for IO weary days and nights 
her mother’s thoughts had been for 
her.

CURRENT COMMENT 
FROM WASHINGTON 


Some difference of opinion appears 
to have arisen regarding the federal 
control of industry, typified by the 
Blue Eagle. 
Upon the one hand, the 
government 
promises 
a 
campaign, 
w ithin the next month or two, to 
m ake the well known bird more popu­ 
la r and effective heretofore. 
Upon 
the other bund, the consensus of opin­ 
ion as expressed at a dinner held by 
the United elates Chamber of Com­ 
merce, seems to be to the effect that 
while the old-time, cut-throat methods 
bf competition 
should 
go, 
industry 
perhaps should be given a less shack­ 
led hand in the management of its 
own affairs. 
The Blue Eagle move­ 
ment arose out of emergency, and 
when the emergency has passed, the 
control which conditions made neces­ 
sary undoubtedly will cease or be 
modified, with perfect concord among 
all parties concerned. 
The real issue 
at present involved seems to be whe­ 
ther or not the time for a little wing- 
clipping 
has 
arrived. 
Presumably, 
not even the strongest advocates of 
government control 
would 
care 
to 
state that regulation of business to 
the existing degree m ust be regarded 
as a permanent institution. 
* * * 


The plans of Japan to assume man­ 
agement in the affairs of the East, 
aud in China in particular, have en­ 
countered a stumbling block, as might 
have been expected, and in the in­ 
stance 
under consideration, the oli- 
struction was laid by the state de­ 
partment of the Unled States. 
I lie 
views of he departm ent of state can 
not be made more clear than by Quot­ 
ing them. 
"No nation can, without 
the assent of the other nations con­ 
cerned, rightfully endeavor to make 
conclusive its will in situations when* 
there are involved tilt' rights, the ob­ 
ligations and the legitim ate interests 
of other sovereign states. 
It is not 
likely that Japan will lay aside her 
ambitions to la* the arbiter of Asiatic 
affairs in view of the American note, 
but that document should be under­ 
stood to mean that if Japan has any 
idea that she can go it alone in Chin­ 
ese affairs, she will have a rough and 
rugged road to travel. 
A Russian 
statesm an once sought to brush aside 
objections to the policy of bis country 
by stating that Russia was not a na­ 
tion but a world.
